The 
Barbarians animated by this flight, 
cried out aloud, that they ought 
to purſue them, and they. might 
cut them to pieces.: But Mo/ac, 
ever wiſe, and ever prudent, ap- 
peaſed this too pert Ardor, and 
ſaid he demanded .no more.than 
their retreat, and it they fled,” he 
ſhould vanquiſh according to his 
deſires, without his Army running 
any danger, or loſing one drdbp of 
Blood. . | 
While the: Moors were deliber: 

ting upon this Aﬀair, Don Sebaſti- 
an cauſed his Council to Aſſemble, 
to know of his Chief Officers, - if

Forces than the King of Portugal,

"The Moors 
made a vigorous attacque upon 
the 'Vangard; the Chrittians op- 
poſed them Courageouſly. Dor 
Henry. at 'the Head of his Volun- 
tiers, made all bend. under ' his 
blows that oppoſed his paſlage, 
and relieved ſuch of the Portagez's 
as were moſt preſſed, ſo that not- 
withſtanding the numbers of the 
Moors, Which were preater than 
"the Portugals, thole Barbarings 
, could hardly keep for ſome time

notwithſtanding the endeavours 
and threatnings of their Leaders 
who uſed” their utmoſt - ended 
vours to, make them ſtand to it, 
and put inceſſantly new Men in - 
the places of thoſe who: fell : Theſe -- 
Barbarians 'were-broken three e- 
veral'- times , *and” put to flight, 
tothe loſs of all their Colours. 
The Duke 4d? Avero, who Eom- 
manded the Right Wing, charged 
the Moors Cavalry that came tq At- 
tacque him, and his heart greedy'of 
Gloty;madehim fly to the;greateſt 
dangers, and triumph in all. places: 
His Squadron in the form* of a : 
Triangle was ſo cloſe, and At- 
tacqued fo vigorouſly the'Enemies - 
Cavalry, that he conſtrain<d 'it to » 
retreat. 
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retreat in diſorder. Mahumet, who 
had likewiſe ranged himſelf in 
in this Body, Attacqued, Fought, 
and Purſued his: Enemies like a: 
deſperate King, who choſe rather 
to loſe his lite than- his.

The Duke d"Avero fought with 
_ a great deal of Valour, and. the de- 
fire of Conquering carried him ve- 
ry far amongſt the Barbarians. - A

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were to conceal his Death. And 
the Prudence of this Barbarous 
King ſo well compaſſed his Deſigns 
in the laſt moment of his Life, 
that dying ir ſelf could not raviſh 
from him Vi&ory ; and he appear- 
ed brave and prudent even in the 
Arms of Death. 
However the Renegado's, who 
were about Moluc;' concealed his 
Death with a great dcal of care, 
inſomuch as the Army of the Bar- 
barians weakned by this accident, 
was ſo far from flying, alter ha- 
ving been vigorouſly repulſed, it 
recovered Forces out of its own 
ſhame. The Moors Rallied with 
freſh Troops, and returned to the 
Charge with more Valour than be. 
fore. The Vanguard, where Dor 
Sebaſtian made his Courage be ad- 
mired, gave ground at its turn, and. 
though the Chriſtians, who were 
in that Body, had killed above 
two thouſand of the Xfoors, there 
came again freſh” ones in 46 greit 
| multitudes, 
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multitudes, that they were forced 
at length to yield to the numbers 
41n that place; and all the Chriſti- 
ans. who remained there, having 
uſed all their Arms againſt the Ene- 
mies, and being at length come to 
Ponyards, loſt their lives, appea 
ring to be rather weary with Kil- 
ling, than Conquered. All the 
Brave. Voluntiers that Dox Zenry 
led there, being dead, this General 
was encompaſled by the Moors of 
Andalouſta, and fcll at length under 
' their numbers and their fury. 
The King received there a Muſquet 
ſhot in his Right-Shoulder ; but

tho. dangerous., and ſeeing his 
Vanguard was defeated without

In the mean time this Battel be- 
came famous for the loſs of three 
Kings. Moluc died there in per- 
forming all that a Wiſe Conque- 
rour 15 capable of in ſuch an Exi- 
gence. Mahmyet ſecing the Portu- 
gnezes routed , and willing to a- 
void the Cruelty of his Enemies, 
who would not have failed to have 
Sacrificed him to the repoſewf the 
State, endeavouring toeſcape, was 
drowned in the River of Macaſen. 
Don Sebaſtian was loſt there, and 
ſo many rare Qualities that were 
obſerved in him, made his Sub- 
jets and all thoſe who knew him,

While Don Sebaſtian was giving 
the Bloody Battel, which occaſio- 
ned his own ruine, the deſtruction 
of his Kingdom, and rhe death of 
ſo many famous Warriers , the 
Count de Souza Signalized himſelf 
as much as the few Men that were 
in his Ships could make him capa- 
ble of doing He made often- 
times Deſcents upon the Land 
with his Troops; burnt the Bur- 
roughs and Villages he met with 
in his way, put to flight all 
thoſe who Guarded the Coaſt ; 
Befieged the City of Allarache, 
and battered it ſo Vigorouſly, that 
the greateſt part of the Moors a- 
bandoned it, and had only left in 
it a weak Garriſon, Almeida be- 
ing nearer the Naval Army, than 
the 
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the other ' Forces , learnt Souza's 
Conqueſts with an incredible joy, 
and + fancied , that Don Sebaſtian 
fought with no leſs advantage a» 
gainſt Mo/uc.* She flattered her ſelf 
with the hopes of ſeeing her Bro- 
ther within a little time again up- 
on the Throne, and her Lover co- 
vered with Glory :. But theſe 
thonghts did not laſt long, Souza 
quickly received the News of the 
Kings' Defeat, ard the rout; of all 
his Atmy , he inſtantly acquainted 
Almeida therewith, and told her, 
it was neceſſary of thinking to 
ſecure themfelves. What a ſad 
piece: of News was this to that 
Princeſs ! the remained as motion- 
lefs, and loſt the uſe of her Senſes 
at this Diſcourſe.

He was moved; but 
her delicacy could not rely upon 
all theſe reaſons : She prayed him 
with all the earneſtneſs imaginable, 
to permit her to paſs the reſt of 
her time in. a Convent; and he 
could not refuſe her fo juſt a de- 
mand,notwithſtanding all the kind. 
neſſes he had for her. The Count

That which Do» Pedre had 
learn'd of her deſign, produc'd a 
ſtrange Diſturbance in his mind, 
he wiſh'd -he did not Love her,

Though Don Alvares 
were Without Merits, Sir, She 
replyd, he poſleſſes ſufficiently of 
Advantages in thoſe - Bounties 
with which your Majeſty does 
Honour him, to ſupply all other 
defefs. It is not to find any de- 
teds in him that I anſwer not- his 
wiſhes; But, Sir, through what 
Obligation would he have. me to 
Love him, if the Heavens have not 
furniſhed me with a tender Soul ?

At theſe 
words, ſhe made a profound Bow, 
and did fo ſuddainly diſtance her- 
ſelf from Doz Alfoxſe,that he could 
not oppoſe himſelf againſt her re- 
tirement. 

He believ'd more then ever that 
ſhe did Favour Dor Pedres paſſi- 
on, and palſs'd into Conſtartias ap- 
partment, to inſpire her with the 
{ame thought ; bat ſhe was not 
capable of receiving ſuch imprel- 
ſions, and following her Natural 
inclination, ſhe generouſly defend- 
ed Agnes's. Virtue, Don Alfonſe, 
vexed to find her ſo well diſpos'd 
on her rivals. account, whom he 
would have her to. hate, did mur- 
mur /againſt her goodneſs, and 
went. to. joyn his anger 'to Dor 
Alvare's rage who. no [longer was 
Maſter of himſelf after hehad feen 

that his Maſters Negotiation was 
' of no: cfte&,'. That Proud one, 


braves|- 
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braves me, Sir, ſaid he, and con- 
temns the'Honour that your boun- 
ties have 'made her, that I might 
renounce ſo fatal a paflion ; . but 
I muſt love her agaznſt my will, 
and though that Flame ſhould coſt 
me my Life, plainly feel that1can. 
not'put it out. What Yst"that I 
can\ do: for you'? replyed Dozx 
Alfonſe ? Alas! Sir, ' reply'd, Dor 
Alzares, that which I can never 
hope for from Proud Agnes con- 
ſent. Well,;added the King ſeeing 
thatli'mult cot Publicly anthorife 
any Violence in the Center of 'my 
Kingdom, chuſe from amongſt all 
mySubjeQs ſuch as thou ſhalt Judge 
moſt capable'of ſerving thee 3 carry 
off that Beauty: which charms thee, 
and if ſhe yeilds not to thy Love, 
make uſe of all that force can do 
for/ thee, to force her'to Marry 
thee. 
Dor Alvares rawiſtd with ſuch 
a propoſition, which at once did 
Flatter his "reſentments and his

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love caſt himſelf at Der Alfonſes 
Feet, did expreſs his acknowleg- 
ments to him, ſet forward his 
Zeal, with new proteſtations, and 
thought no longer but to em- 
ploy his unjuſt authority againſt 
Henes. . be 

Don Pedre had been ' abſent 
| above three Months, when | Dox 
Alvares did undertake that which 
the King had advis'd him to do. 
Though the Princeſs moderation 
waswell known to him, he fear?d 
his preſence, and was Joath toex- 
pet the return of a' rival with 
whom nothing - had yet been dil- 
puted. | 

One night that -the ſforrowful 
Ages, full of her daily Diſtur- 
bances, was in vain expecting 
{leep, ſome unknown men, whoſe 
ſteps were well order'd did take 
her out of the Palace, and after 
carried her out of Coimbria, with- 
out being kindred by any Obſtacle, 
ſhe could not well tell on whom to

|  faid he, what thoughts have you 


of Doz Pedre? If you ſee me here, 
I am wholly Innocent of that vio- 
lence which is offer'd you, and 
which 1 ſhall prevent. . Then did. 
he turn himſelf towards the Ra- 
viſhers 3 but his preſence had al- 
ready difpers'd them. He order'd 
his Men to purſue them, and at 
leaſt to ſeiſe ſome from whom he 
might learn the authority by which 
they did Act. 

During this, Agzes was not 
leſs confus?d then before, ſhe ad- 
mir*d the condudt of her Fortune, 
who brought the Prince at the 
very moment that he was ſo uſe- 
ful to her.

- was not Ignorant of it, nor of 
that ſhare your Heart has 1n 1t, 
Baſe wretch, reply'd_ the Prince, 
neither -that favour which thou 
abufes, nor that inſolence which 
makes thee- prate, ſhall hinder 
me from-Puniſhing of thee, were 
thou worthy of my blows 3 but 
there are other ways to. humble 
thy Pride, and it 1s not fuch an 
ar as, mine that. muſt take on it 
the vile employ of Chaſtiſing ſo 

wean a thing as thou art. 
 Dox 
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Dom Fedre went forwards at- 
theſe words,andlett Dor Alvares in 
ſuch a-rage as cannot be expreſs'd 
mad -to ſee an epterpriſe fail, 
which he believ'd ſo ſure, and at 
the Princeſs ſcorn of him, and pro- 
miſg'd to himſelf to Sacrifice all to 
his revenge. 

Though Do» Mfonſe lov'd his 
Son, he was too much prepoſles*d 
with his paſſion, to Pardon him 
what he had newly done,andhedid 
condemn an action of great Juſtice, 
as if it had been an heinous 
Crime, * | ; 

Elvira who the ſweetneſs of 
hope had flatter'd for ſome mo- 
ments, beheld Azne's return with 
a moſt ſenſible Sorrow, which left 
her no other thoughts then of ſtir- 
ring up her Brother to revenge. 

In fine the Prince did ſee Dor

Court, great Expreſſionsof Joy and 
Friendſhip, Conſtantia ſaw again 
her Husband, with a great.deal 
of ſatisfaftion and far trom be- 
ing ſorry at what he had lately-done 
for Agnes, ſhe privately return'd

Don Alvares who found in his 

_ Siſter, a Maliciouſneſs worthy of 
his truſt, did not conceal his fury . 

After ſhe had made 
vain attempts to moderate it, in 
blotting Ages out of his Heart, 
ſeeing that his Diſeaſe was incura« 
ble.the made him underſtand, that 
ſo long as Conſtantia ſhould not be 
Jealous, there was no hopes. T hat 
- if Agnes ſhould once be: ſuſpeQted 
by her, ſhe would not fail of A- 
bandoning her, and that then. it 
| would. 


would be eafie to get SatisfaCtion, 
the Prince being now ſo Proud of 
Conſtantia's indulgency. In giving 
this Advice .to her Brother, ſhe 
promis'd to ſerve him effeQually, 
and having no need of any body 
but her ſelf, to perform ill things, 
ſhe recommended Don Alvares to 
manage well the King. - 

Four Years were paſsd in that 
Melancholy ſtation, and the 
Princeſs beſides her firſt dead 
Child, and Ferdinavd who was 
ſtill. Living, had bronght two 
Daughters into the World. - 

Some Days after Dor Peare”s 
return, Elvira, who was moſt Dex- - 
trous 1n the Art of well Govern- 
ing any Wicked Dcſign, did gain 
one of the Servants which be- 
long'd to Conſtantia's Chamber 3 
ſhe firſt ſpoke her-fair, than over-- 
whelm'd her with Preſents and 
Gifts, and finding in her. as ill a 
Diſpoſition as4n her ſelf,ſhe readily 
refolv'd to employ her. 

After ſhe was ſure of her, ſhe 
composd 


compos'd a Letter, which was 
after Writ over again in an un- #: 
known Hand, which ſhe depoſited. 
in that Maids Hands, that ſhe 
wight deliver it to Conftantia 
with the firſt opportunity, telling 
her that Agnes had dropt it; 
This was the Subſtance of it. 

I employ not my own Hand to 
Write to you, for Reaſons that I 
ſhall acquaint yon with. How 
happy am 1 to have overcome all 
your Scruples! And what Happi- 
neſs ſhall I find in the Progreſs of 
our Intreague / The whole Courſe 
of my Life, ſhall continually re- 
preſent to you the fincerity of my 
AﬀeGtions; pray think on the ſe- 
cret Converſation that I require 
of you. -I fancy till, that all 
Perſons that approach you, de- 
'prive me of ſomething of my- due. 
| dare not ſpake to you in public 3 
Therefore come this Night where 
you know, 1 conjure you to it 
by all that 1 have ſaffered ; Men- 
tion no more Conſtantia to me; ſhe 
muſt

muſt be fatisfy'd with my Eſteem, 


but Yours. | 
- The falſe Portrguiſe Servant, 0- 
bey'd Elvira exa&tly,the very next 
day'perceiving Ages commy from 
the Princeſs ſhe brought the Letter 
to Conitantia, who receiv*d it, and 
found in it, that which ſhe was 
far from thinking on. . Never did 
tenderneſs produce ſo ſorrowful 
an-Effect as then. Alas / they are 
both Guilty, ſaid ſhe ſighing, and 
notwithſtanding. that Tendency 
Which I find mm my Heart to juſtifie 
them, my reafon muſt needs Con- 
demn them, Unfortunate Princeſs, 
Sorrowful Subje& of Fortunes Ca- 
pricios, why canſt thou not Dye, 
ſeeing thou art not of a Humor to 
Revenge thy ſelf / Do Pedre, 
ought you to give me your Hand, 
when you knew you could not 
give me your Heart ? And thon 
fair and ungreateful Agnes, wer?t 
thou born to produce 'the Evil of 
my Days,and to be the catiſe of my 
- Death? 


Death? After ſhe had given ſome 
Moments unto the violence of her 
Sorrow, ſhe call'd to her that 
Perſon who had brought her 
the Letter, charg'd her not to 
- ſpake of it to any body, and then 
order'd that no body whatſo- 
ever ſhould be Admitted into her 
Chamber. 

Then did ſhe with more Liber- 
ty think on him whom ſhe -could 
not inſpire with Love, and on her 
\ that betray'd. her. The trouble 
of her Soul did not hinder her 
from ſeeking ſome means to excuſe 
.them. And defirous to do all that 
ſhe could for Do Pedre, ſhe took 
a firm Reſolution of - not com- 
plaining of him. 4: 

Elvira was not long,. without 
being Inform'd of . what. paſs'd, 
and of the Princeſs's Sorrow, 
whence ſhe hoped for all that ſhe 
could wiſh. 

Aones far from imagining any 
ſuch Storm, return'd to Conſtantia, 
and learning her indiſpoſition, ſhe 

| paſsd 
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paſ?d the reſt of the day at her 
Chamber door, to Tearn ſome 
News of her; but ſhe was not 
permitted to- enter. That No- 
velty did ſurpriſe and diſturb'd - 
her. The Prince had the ſame + 
fate, and was ſtartled at an 
order that was not to concern 
him. 

Finally the next day Conſtantia 
appear*d 3 but with fo much De- 
jection, that it was difficult to be- 
heve that ſhe had ſuffer'd much. 
Agnes was the moſt preſſing to ap- 
| proach her. The Princefs could 

not contain her Tears. They 
both kept ſilence along time, 
Conflantia did attribute that ' of 
Agnes, to ſome remorſe, and that 
| Unfortunate Maid not being able 

to contain any longer 3 1s it pofſi- 
ble, Madam, ſaid ſhe, that two 
days can have depriv'd me of. all 
that Bounty which you had. for 
me? What have I done? And for 
what Crime are you thus to puniſh 
me? The Princeſs look'd lan- 
giiſhingly 


guiſhingly- upon her, and did not 
anſwer her, but with a ſigh, and 
Agnes offended at- ſuch. a re- 
ſervedneſs, went out after - an * 
haſty manner, which contributed 


much to make her be thought 


Guilty. 

After this the Prince came, 
who found Corſtartia more di- 
ſturb'd then uſually, and he moſt 
obligingly did Conjuire .her, not 
to negle& her Indiſpolition, My 
greateſt good, 1s not the Preſerva- 
tion of my Life, . My . Lord, an- 
ſwer'd ſhe, 1 ſhould take more 
care of it, did 1 love: you leſs; 
But ſhe could- not go.'on, 
and the Prince being put into a 
Conſternation through (her diſtur. 
bance, did moſt forrowtully ſigh'd 
without anſwering, which caus'd 
 heranincreaſe of Sorrow. To this 
ſome grains of; anger being added; 
andall things. tendmg to -perſwade 
the Princeſs that ſhe was Sacrificed 
amoneglt them, ſhe did not enter 
on any: diſcourſe that might ou 
ns ce uce 


duce a right underſtanding, ſo 
left her Husband retire withaut 
ſpeaking to him. 

Nothing is more capable of di- 
' ſturbingour Reaſon, and of alters 
ing our Health, then the ſecret 
Motions of Jealouſy and Solitude. 
Conſtantia who was accuſtom'd, to 
ſpake freely to: Agnes, and who 
beleiv'd ſhe was deceiv'd by her, 
did Abandon her felt to ſach Per- 
plexity as quite did overcome her. 
She fell violently Sick. The whole 
Court was concern'd at this Mis- 
fortune 3 and Dor Pedre was real- 
ly AﬀiQed at it : Bat Agnes ap- 
peard more Concern'd then all 
the Reſt. 

Conſtantia's Coldneſs towards 
her, her.continual ſighs, and: her 
obſtinate Diſtemper, -caus'd. that - 
after ſhe had ſought after the oc- 
calion of it, in-all.that ſhe conld 
recal into;her Memory, ſhe-began 
to fear . her ſelf, and; to--reproagh 
her (elf for all bat ns \Princels |

Mean time the Diſtemper did 
ſo increaſe that Conſiantia's Life 
was extreamly fear*d, and that ſhe 
her ſelf began to find that it was 
time to think no longer of it; 
' that though caus'd her no diſtur- 
bance, -She look'd - on Death as 
_ a great good, and perceiv'd the 


. © deſpair thoſe Perſons approach'd 


her were in without the leaſt Con- 
cern. 

Don Alfonſe who lov'd her and 
knew her Virtue, was mov'd at 
the Extremity ſhe was 1n, and Do# 
Alvare”'s who had not loſt the leaſt 
occaſion, of making.him conceive 
that it was Jealouſy which cans'd 
Conſtantia's Death, did but too 
much Exaſperate him againſt fuch 
Criminals as were moſt worthy of 


Compaſſion. | 
The King of Portugal was not 
of 'a Temper long to Conceal his 
Anger. You give Examples, ſaid 
he to the Prince, that will render 
your Memory very Illuſtrious, and 
Conftantia's Death, of which _—

but you can be accusd, is the Un- 
fortunateEffe&s ofa Guilty Paſſion. 
Dread Heaven after this, and look 
on your ſelf as a Monfter that de- 
' ſerves not to Live. . It my Blood 
did not ſtill Plead in your behalf, 
what might you not fear from my 
juſt Reſentments? But what may 
not the Imprudent Agzes,to whom 
nothing Binds. me, - expe&, if 
Conſtantia Periſhes? She that in 
my Court Fomertts your fooliſh 
Paffion with vain - hopes, and 
cauſes us .to loofe ſo Amiable a 
Princeſs, that you were not 
worthy to poſleſs. 

:Don Pedr2 knew, that Con 
ſtantia was not Ignorant of his 
concerns for - Agnes 5 but he 
alſo knew with what Moderation 
{be had always expreſfs'd her ſelf 
on that point. The Kings rez 
proach was very ſfenfible 3 but his 
fault not being voluntary, and 
that an [mperious Accident did 
force him to Love in deſpight of 
Nee D al 


all his reſiſtance, - he appear'd 
more Aﬀicted, then Confounded. 
Without well examining. of me, 
yon have accusd me, Sir, anſwer'd 
he, and if my intentions were well 
known to you, you would not, 
may. be, find me fo guilty, I ſhould 
take the Princeſs whom you fay I 
Sacrifice for Judge of my Actions, 
were ſhe in a Condition to be 
Conſulted. If 1 am Guilty of any 
| Weakneſs,. her Equity has never 
reproach'd me of it, and my Month 
has never informed Agnes of it. But 
Sir, though I had Committed 
ſome Fault wherefore would you 
Puniſh an Innocent Maid for. it? 
Who would perhaps Condemn 
. them as much as you do? Ah/ 
Wretch reply'd the King, ſhe has 
but too. much favour*'d you, and 
thy. flames had ' not been ſo con- 
ſtant, had they fot been well re- 
warded, Sir, reply'd the Prince, 
peirc'd with Sorrow for the wrong 
which was offer'd to Agres, you 
fs : | offend 
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offend a Virtne moſt pure, and 
'Ithoſe expreffions which .proceed 
from your Anger, do not become 
you, Fenes has afforded me no- 
Favours, I did never ask her any, 
and 1 proteſt that 1 have not had 
ſo much as a thought againſt what 
| owe to Conſtantia . _- 

While they were in this Dil- 
courſe one of the Princefles Wo- 
men came all jn Tears to Adver- 
tiſe Do Pedre, that (he was at the 
laſt Gaſpe. Go look on your 
Work, ſaid the King, and expect 
no longer, from a Father, who 
has but too much ſpar'd you, 
but that Severity which you de- 
ſerve. 

The Prince did run to Conſtan- 
tia, who he found Dying, and 
Agnes in a Swound in the Arms of 
ſome Women. That which had 
caus'd that- redoubling of illneſs, 
was that Agzes, who could no 
longer 'bear the Princes indiffe- 
rency, had "Conjur'd her to tell 
D 2 her 
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her what her Crime was,and either 
to deprive her of life or re- 
ſtore her Friendſhip to her. 
Conſtantia who felt that ſhe muſt 
ſaddainly Dye, would not retain 
a ſecred Anger againſt Agnes, and 
after ſome words that prepar'd her 
to a ſorrowful clearing of the 
buſineſs ſhe ſhew?d her that Perni- 
cious Note, which . Elvira had 
Composd. Ah! Madam, cry*d 
out the Beautiful Aenes, after ſhe 
had Read it, Ah! Madam, how 
many ſorrowtful diſquiets had you 
{ſpared me, if your Heart had ex-

Bounty. It 1s not hard to ſce that 
this Letter is Artificial, and that1 
have moſt Mercileſs Enemies. Can 
you believe the Prince ſo Impru- 
dent as to employ another Hand, 
then his own 1a ſuch an. occaſion 
as this? And do you think me fo 


ſimple as to keep that teſtimony of 


my ſhame with ſo little Cautioul- 
neſs? you are not betrayd, net- 
, | os 28 ther 
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ther by your Husband, nor by. me 


] call Heaven to Witneſs, and 
thoſe Attempts which I made to 
get out of Coimbria, Alas! My 
Dear Princeſs, how little hone 


you known ſhe that you have fo 


Hononrd. Believe not that if I 
have juſtify'd my ſelf, 1 ſhall ever 
ſuffer the Worlds Converſation. 
No, no, there is no retreat diſtant 
enough for me to flye to, and ] 
{ball fo well conceal my face, that 
it ſhall never give offence. 

The Princeſs mov*d at feres 
diſcourſe and Tears, did preſs = 
hand, which ſhe held, and fixing 
her looks on her, capable to move 
compaſſion in the moſt inſenhble 
Souls; If I have done you any 
wrong, my dear Agner, anſwer*d 
ſhe, Death which I expect every 
moment will avenge you of it. 
I ought alſo to proteſt to.you, that 
I havenot ceaſed loving you, and - 
that I believe all that you ſay, in 
giving you again my moſt tender 
affection.

It was then that that ſorrow, 
which acted on them both did 
reduce them (to that extremity,

And you - my 
dear and faithful 4ezes, continu'd 
ſhe, lendnot an ear toa'too ſcru- 
lous virtue, which (might oppoſe. 
1t ſelf to the Prince of Portugals 
happineſs. Refuſe him not, an 
Heart that the 1s worthy of, and 
give him that Friendſhip which 
you had for me, -with that which 
you owe'to his Merit. Take care 
of young Ferdinando, and of the: 
two little Princeſſes that will re- 
trieve me in yon, ſpake of me 
ſometimes to them,- Farewell 
D 4 live 
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| hve both, happy, and receive 
my laſt embraces. 

The aftlifted Agzes, who had 
recover'd a little of. ſtrength, loſt 
once more all her ſenſes, Her 
faintneſs was follow*d with ſuch 
violent Convulſions that her life 
was 1n very great danger. , But 
Don Pedre kept cloſe to Conſtantia, 
what, Madam, - would --you 'de- 
part; and with-a belief that it 
were an. advantage to me. Ah! 
Conſtantia if my Heart'has in any 
. wiſe wrong'd you, your own vir- 
_ tue puniſhes-it, 'againſt your' will 
for it. Think you me ſobarba- 
rous —as he was going to con- 
tinue he perceiv'd that Death was 
clofing for eyer the generous 
Princefs*s Eyes,and it little wanted 
that he did not follow her. 

But what an abyſs of Sorrow

Hoſt knew not what to ſay to her, 
all that he knew was, that he was 
not likely to return that Night, and 
that he had not left any Orders 
with them. Never any orie was 
fo afiifted as the poor Abbeſs then 
was ; Arhouſand thoughts oppreſt 
her at once, of which there was 
not one that overwhelm'd her not 
with trouble : What nambers of 
inquietudes, what cruel ſuſpicions, 
well or ill grounded, what rage, 
what deſpair, to have promis'd her 
ſelf ſo much fatisfaQtion in coming, 
after all the charming. Chimera's 
that ſhe had fram'd in her Mind, to. 
return more deſolate than ever ? 
Her companion , who ſuffered ex-. 
tiemely 
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tremely to ſee her ſo ſtrangely af- 
flicted, would have been glad ſhe 
could have comforted her. Why 
do you torment.your {elf, Madam, 
(faid ſhe to her) tis true, we have 
loſt our labour , but who knows 
whether that is not better for us, 
than if we had ſucceeded in our de- 
ſign, and have found Monfieur Le 
Chevalier : You know him, Madam, 
and that he is not the diſcreeteſt 
Perſon in.the world; perhaps this 
wilit might have been talk'd of, we 
are at leaſt aſſured, that we have 
taken a Frolick that none knows of. 
That none knows of, (replied this 
diſtracted Lover ” ) alas fe thou 
not that my Siſter knew our deſign, 
and that *twas ſhe without doubt 
that ſent this Valet , to advertize 
him of what we intended, and to 
oblige him to avoid me? But how 
is it poſſible (anſwered her compa- 
nion) that this ſhould be as you ſay ? 
If Monſieur has been ſo long gone 
from this place as the Hoſt tells us, 

you 
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you had then ſcarce framed the de- 
tizn of coming hither. But what 
cauſe ( replyed ' the Abbeſs ) wilt 
thou then tind for his ſudden depar- 
ture? In fine, whatever her Com- 
panion faid to her, and whatever - 
arguments her wit could frame to 
perſwade her, ſhe always ended 
with ſaying her Siſter had done the 
buſineſs, and that nothing could . 
have oblig'd him to leave his Lodg- * 
ing at that hour, but ſhe. Thus 
thought furiouſly tormented her, 
her jealouſie was augmented by u, - 
and ſhe was aſſaulted with-ſo many 
pains at once, that ſhe ſaw on all 
ſides her nothing but deſpair. How 


- far different was it with her now, 


to what it was ſome moments be- 
fore; when {he was fill'd with the 
joyful expeCtition of ſeeing herdear 
Chevalier ? Whatever her Compa- 
nion ſaid to her, to divert her mu- 
ſings, ſhe anſwered her only with 
ghs. 

Being at length got home again, 

; they 
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they were a little troubled how to 
diſpoſe of their Horſes ; but at laſt, 
they judgd it the ſafeſt and eaſieſt 
way to draw them into the Garden, 
and tye them to a Tree till it was 
day, that they might ſend them 
back to the Farmer : Afﬀeer that, 
they had no more to do, than to 
go {trait to the Convent ; but they 
were ſcarce come to the middle of 
the Garden, when they fancied that 
they heard people talk: The Maid, 
who was three or four paces before 
the Abbeſs, and had not her Spirit 
ſb pre-occupyed, was the firſt that 
perceived it, and turning to her all 
of a ſudden, extremely fſurprized, 
told her that, aſſuredly, there was 
ſome body 1n the Garden. The Ab- 
beſs hearkned very attentively, and 
found that ſhe was not deceived: 
'Twas now that all her pains were

They 
went ſo lightly as they could, .un- 
der the covert of a Hedg, ( for the 
Night was very clear , and they 
might be ſeen at a diſtance ) to- 
wards a thick Arbor from whence 
| they 
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they heard the voice. The Abbeſs. 
foon knew Monſieur Le Chewalier's, 
but could not underſtand diſtintly 
what he ſaid; therefore advancing 
a little-forward, ſhe heard her $1- 
fter ſpeak : But donor you conſider, 
({aid ſhe) to what you expoſe me ? 
and how you hazard your ſelf? for 
without ſpeaking of what has hap- 
pen'd to ſo many , other unhappy 
Maids that have abandon'd them- 
ſelves on the Faith of Men, where- 
of there have. been but too many 
deceiv'd; but granting you to have 
More honeſty and honour than all 
the World beſides, think what dil- 
courſe my flight will occaſion ; the 
furiousſearch my Parents will make 
for us, and into what range mi- 
fery Iſhould caſt you, if you ſhould 
fall into their hands : My God! 
(continued ſhe) once again attempt 
not any thing ſo dangerous ! Leave 
me. rather to dye here with griet, 
than precipitate our ſelves to fo ha- 
zardous an -enterprize, You will 

have 
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have me then (anſwered the other, 
that the Abbeſs knew at firſt to be 
Monſieur Le Chevalier to expole 
you to all the 1!ls that Jealouſie can 


contrive againſt you; to all the at- 


fronts and injuries that you may re- _ 
ceive from- your furious Siſter, and 
a hundred other things that makes 
me tremble for you : You know 
that I have no longer the liberty to 
{ee you here,and that ir is forbidden 
me; and that I cannot for ſhame 
preſent my ſelf here any more, at- 
ter the 1!l treatment that I have re- 
ceived ; and it is to ſay that you 


will have me dye, If you love me, 


Madam, —- It 1 Iove you ( inter- 
rupted ſhe) you know it but too 
well: If you would not have me 
doubt. of it , (purſued Monſieur Le 
Chewalier ) and that my Love and 
Afſhiduity have merited that you 
ſhould do every thing for me, as 
you have told me ſeveral times, 


give me this demonſtrative. proof | 
of it : Let us render our ſ{clves hap- * 


PY) 
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py, my charming Queen, fince 'tis 
11n our power ; our flight 1s eahie, 
your Valet and mine are at the 
Garden door, who attends us with 
Horſes ; all things favour us, and 
I promiſe you in three hours to put 
you in a place, where nor only none 
ſhall know where we are,but where 
there would not be any thing to be 
feardif they ſhould. Monſieur was 
then ſilent, to ſee what anſwer his 
dear Egidia would make him. Get 
you gone, Monſieur, (faid ſhe, ſigh- 
ing) for Im afraid if you preſs me 
longer , that youl obtain of me 
more than I ought to grant : I be 
of you to go, before my weakneſs 
mifleads me from my duty. Do you 
your ſelf, if you are more reaſona- 
le thanT, as-you ought to be, for. 
tile my heart againſt your ſelf, 
have pity on my ſinking virtne, and 
reſt content with the glory that no- 
thing but your-elf is able to reſiſt 
you ; for I confeſs that-I am not al- 


ſured, that I have the power of my 
ſelf 
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ſelf to withſtand you and Love, 
Adieu, leave me. Atter theſe words 
they heard her weep, and Monlieur, 
Let your ſelf be overcome (ſaid he) 


My Dear Soul ! Let* your ſelf be. 


perſwaded-by a Love lo tender and 
{o paſſionate : Give up your ſelf to 
my-care and my fidelity, that is too 
well known to you to doubt of it. 
There was not any thing he omit- 
ted to ſay that might gain her , 
which tore the heart of the Abbeſs 
as 1t tender*'d hers. Ir 1s not necel- 
fary to repreſent the difterent paſſi- 
ons of theſe two Ladies : The Love, 


the Languors, and tender Sighs of 


the youngeſt, no more than the de- 
ſpight, Shame, and Rage of the 
eldeſt : Who yet had the paticn.e 
to hearken to the end of a diſcourle, 
as cruel for her as it was charming 
for her Siſter. She ſaw her wholly 
diſposd to do as Monſieur Le Che- 
wvalier would have her, and going 
to prepare her ſelf to go away with 
him , for ſhe was to fit her feif 

with 
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with a habit more ſuitable the li- 
berty of the Country , than that 
ſhe wore; and went to her Cham- 
ber to change it. The Abbels let 
her paſs , and ſtirrd not from the 
place where ſhe was of ſome time 
after, that (her thoughts labouring 
of a delign) {he took a conſiderable 
compals, to come, with her Mask 
on her Face, into the :Arbor where 
Monſieur Le Chevalier was ; who 
(as ſhe would have it) taking her. 
for her Siſter, erabraced her with 
all tenderneſs. How charming are 
ou, Madam, (ſaid the tranſported 
over) to make-me attend {o little 
in this extreme impatience I had to 
ſee you return ! Come, let us go, 
ſince nothing oppoles our deſign, 
and ſerve our ſelves of Fortune, 
now ſhe is'-for us. After theſe 
words , he led the way , becauſe 
they went in a path, that but one 
could walk in. It 1s ealie to 1ma- 
gine the little pleaſure, or rather 
the deſpair, wherewith the Abbels 
recety'd 
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received ſo much {ſweetneſs that 
was not deſign'd for her ; and what 
violence ſhe uſed to reſtrain her an- 
ger, this being not a time to let it 
appear, nor make her ſelf known. 
You ought not to wonder at Mon- 
ſieurs miſtake, conſidering *twas 
Night ,, and that there was little 
difference in the ſtature of theſe 
two Ladies, beſides a thouſand o- 
ther things which help'd to deceive 
him. 

As this was not a proper place 
to entertain her in, he ſaid bur lit- 
tle to her, and thought only of ſe- 
curing her and himſelf where he 
had deſign'd; and to what he did' 
ſay ſhe anſwer'd him not a word, 
whereof he took no notice, having 
his mind ſo full of his enterprize. 
They went in this manner quite to 
the Garden door, where Monſieur

Never was man more {urpriz'd than 
this Lover, ſcarce could he believe 
what he ſaw , that this Miſtreſs 
ſhould leave him in ſuch a manfter, 
and what was more ſtrange to him, 
the ſhutting the door after her. I 
believe that none but himſelf can 
deſcribe his thoughts info cruel an 
adventure. He knock'd five or fix 
rimes at the door ! call'd his Miftreſs! 
complained of Love and Deſtiny | 
Curſt ! Swore ! threatned to kill his 
Valet! and, in ſhort, there was no 
extravagancy that his rage made. 
him not to commit. In the mean 
time, the Abbeſs return'd towards 
her companion full of joy, for what 
ſhe had done, and to hear her tray- 
terous Le Chevalier in that paſſion. 
She was not yet come to the Arbor, 
that I ſpoke of, when ſhe heard the 


noiſe of one coming that way, and 
| who, inall likelihood, muſt be her 


Siſter, whom with a flow pace, ſhe 


went. to mect. This poor Lady, 
that 
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that had.not all the courage in the 
world, and who, beſides the' fear 
ſhe was in, and that attends all ſuch 
actions, walk'd muſing upon a thou- 
ſand obſtacles and accidents that 
ſhe might meet with .in the way. 
She no ſooner caſt her eyes upon 
the Abbeſs, than ſhe believed ſhe 
was a- Spirit , and trembling with 
Fear, {he made a dreadful out-cry ; 
and flew with all her might back to 
the Convent. The Abbeſs acquit- 
ted her ſelf very agreeably of theſe 
adventures, and believed ſhe was 
in part revenged of the diſpleaſures 


__ her Siſter had cauſed her ; whom 


ſhe let flee, and that while return'd 
' to ſeek her companion , who ex. 
pected her with extreme impati- | 
eace, being furiouſly terrified to be | 
alone in the midit of the Garden, | 
expoſed to all the noiſes ſhe heard, 
and even aſlaſhnated with fear : 
She related to her all that ſhe had 
done fince ſhe left her, how. ſhe | 
had deceiv'd Monſieur __- 

| a 
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and terrified her Siſter ; wherewith 
they were very merry, and laugh'd 
heartily.” -They ſtayed a little, to 
ſee if ihe would return, but *twas 
in vain; for ſhe, poor Lady, was fo 
diſmay*d, that The almoſt dyed with 
the fright; and. was forc'd by it, to 
keep her Bed a long time. The 
Abbelſs and her. companion retir*d 
at laſt, and took care that none 


, ſhould, go out of the Convent, ha- 
Ving,double lock'd the door of it. 


This is (aid Madam 4 Eyrac, in 
concluding her Story ) all the parti- 


culars that I know of theſe Ladies 
_ adventures with Monſieur Le Che- 
 waljer, ' He can tell you now what 


I have not been inform'd of : I will 


- only add, that 'twas no ſooner day, 


than the Abbelſs ſent for her Valer, 
and ask'd him whar was become of 
him the Night paſt, and why he 
had not been at the door ſhe ap- 
pointed him'? The Fellow told her, 
that he had been with the Farmer, 

F .2 and 
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and his Horſes were not at home, 
and that at his return.he faw-two 
Gentlemen going into the Garden, 
whom he durſt not come near, for 
fear of being known; 'and that re- 
turning halt an hour after; he found 
the door ſhut. The relation of this 
fellow finiſh'd the diſcovery, and 
the Abbeſs queſtion'd no Ionger, 
but they were Monſieur Le Chewa- 
Ger*'s Horſes that ſhe had made uſe 
of. She gave order to her Valet, 
to turn them out of the Garden, but 
ſo as they might be found.

Ah! Well, Milam, you (hall be [a- 
tified, but ſhall not have the pleaſure 
to fee it, for I ſtay not here a moment ;

your unjuſt proceeaings , and if the 
death. of the faithful'ſt of Lovers i 
capable of touching ſuch « beart...4s 
yours, 1 can momiſe my ſelf that you 
will, 12 a little time, repent of having 
given it me. Adien, too cruel fair + 
«nd Adies for ever.. ; 
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As I finiſhd my Letter, I faw 
people come from the Abbeſs, who, 
after having in vain intreated me to 
ſtay that night, would have hin- 
derd 1n good earneſt my going a- 
way ; but ſeeing me upon the point 
. of being angry, they oppoſed me 
no longer : But my Valet was ſome- 
what long , and 1 was afraid the | 
Abbeſs would come her ſelf, to try | 
once again her power over me, 
which conſtrained me to depart, 
and leave'him-with my baggage. 
T pave him my Letter to Epiaia, 
with order to deliver it into her 
own hands, and bring me an An- 
Fer if ſhe'd write one; and thus 1 
forſook a place , that for a years 
time, was the dear Scene of all my 
-pleaſures, loſt, as I may ſay, with 
1adneſs, and overwhelmed with 
different- pains, without coming to - 
my ſelf, or recovering my Sences 
in all the way between the Abby 


and my Lodging, It may ealily be 
guels'd, 
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gueſs'd, that when I came there, 
I deſired neither to eat nor ſleep :

So ſoon as I had read this Letter, 

I got a Horſeback, and arrived in a 
very ſhort time under the Walls of

door open, I profited my ſelf of the 
- occaſion, which, I confeſs, {urpriz'd * 
= | me 
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me at firft;buttuponſecond vhongiea 
I imagind, tliat it happened thro? 
the contrivance of Egiata. I bid 
her Valet tye our Horſes to the foot 
of a Tree, and go to advertize my 
Seryant to prepare himſelf to come 
away with me in an hours time. 
After I had given this order, I went, 
or rather flew to the Arbor, where 
I was to find my dear Ezid/a. Twas - 
then that the Abbeſs, returning to 
the Garden door,' found my Horſes 
that the took for her Farmers, and 
made'iuſe of them-ro make me that 
extraordinary. viſit: 

* But: not to: dwell upon a little 
Story; that begins already to ſeem 
tedionhs; I will only tell you, that 
Ep1azz received me in the Arbor 
witha joy, that made me forget all 
the 1ll uſage wherewith ſhe had fo- 
lately treated me. We let ſome 
time pals in tranſporrs and tender- 
neſs, and the faireſt day inthe world 
was never fo agreeable to me, as 
that charming Night.

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I will not large, by eng you 
with what aſtoniſhment I was ſeiz'd 
to ſee her go back again into the 
Garden, and: ſhut the door after 
her: Ar firſt Ibelieved that ſhe on- 
ly deſign'd to make ſport with me, 
but as the rallery laſted a little too 
long for people that had no time to 
loſe, and that ſhe did not return ; 
in ſpight of mel concluded this was 
no longer jeſt. Ithought that ſhe

| Ou ought, Madam , rather not 
to have obliged me, than re- 
pent of it ſo ſoon'; nor to have come to 
the door with me, to forſake me in ſuch 
a manner : "Twas my ill fortune that 
my Horſes were loft, you ſaw twas not 
my fault, and you ought rather to have 
comforted me, than treat me with that 
cruelty, as to leave me without ſaying 
4 word to me : But above all, why did 
you ſbut the door ?

This ſcene (purſued Monſieur Le 
Chevalier ) will divert you bur little, 
it being all of tears.

| oblery'd 
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obſerv'd an extraordinary trouble in 
her eyes, and ſuch diſorder in her 
words, as though ſhe were in a
